For the last three months | have 
served as the honorary chairperson 
for the fundraising campaign for a 
little-known inner city facility called 
the Lurana Shelter. We 
soring a run of the play Nussense 
during the last week of April (at the 
Horowitz Theatre, | 
—incase you're interested) to help 
raise money for the shelter. We 
aren't alone, Every shelter in the 
province has to raise funds in the 
community, even to offer core serv- 
ices. 

In the last few 
learned some interesting facts 
which I now share with you. You be 
the judge about whether or not it 
would have been good for the gov- 
ernment to use some of its savings 
to pay off the women’s shelters’ 
mortgages 

First, these shelters, which house 
family members who are fleeing 
from domestic violence get about 
60 per cent of their funding from 
Family and Social Services. They 
have to fund-raise the remaining 
40 percent of their core operation- 
al dollars: 

The provincial government's fund- 
ing formula is simple: it is based 
upon unoccupied bed-nights. In this 
city, there is no such thing as an 
empty bed in any of our shelters 

In 1993, 4,500 women and 5,600 
children found refuge in those shel- 
ters. In the same year, 3,800 Alberta 
women were turned away from shel- 
ters, because there was no space 
for them 

An 42,000 
also received non-residential and 
crisis-line help from the shelter. 
~ Now the important bit: [fa wom- 
an and her children arrive at a 
shelter at eight am and stay all day 
hoping a bed will open up, then 
leave at eight pm for an alternative 
place (often a motel), the shelter is 
not compensated for the meals she 
and her kids consumed on the 
premises, nor for the counselling 
she and her children received in 
those 12 hours.

There are generally no spare 
dollars to have a follow-up pro 
gram, to track the women and their 
children once they leave the shel 
ter, even though there is strong 
evidence to indicate that when fol- 
low-up is conducted, there is a 70 
per cent greater chance that the 
moms and kids will be successful at 
independent living 

For years, the shelters have want 
ed to initiate programs to help the 
abusers. No money for that either 

Another disclaimer: lam not speak- 
ing on behalf of the Lurana Shelter 
For all I know, the Lurana may have 
no official position on this matter

oO: the last three decades, the 
cultural labor force has grown 
nearly twice as fastas the economy, 
and its economic impact has nearly 
doubled. Most artists are well-edu- 
cated, tend to be self-employed, 
and not only use leading-edge tech- 
nologies in their work, but provide 
most of the content. 

Unfortunately, however, the cul- 
tural community has also tended to 
be grossly underfunded and fall 
through the cracks in the labor 
bureaucracy — their needs and 
methods a huge grey area to official 
bodies — and have been consist- 
enuy underrated as producers. 

The Cultural Human Resources 
Council means to tackle these and 
other concerns of the cultural com- 
munity, and suggest possible 
strategies to overcome such obsta- 
cles for artists, while broaching 
these concerns as legitimate labor 
issues

ing mame, and the din of

“cultural sector studies” which led 
to the formation of the CHRC were 
supported by Human Resources 
Development Canada. And they've 
been given the green light by Hu 
man Resources Minister Lloyd 
Axworthy, and they're looking for- 
ward toa million-and-a-half dollars 
to get them going 

They come into being armed with 
over two years worth of research 
into their areas of concern, those 
being; visual arts and crafts, audio 
visual and live performing arts (in- 
cluding film, theatre and dance), 
music and sound recording, writ- 
ing and publishing, plus the 
“heritage sector” — meaning librar- 
ies, museums, archives and records 

In Axworthy’s live-to-video an- 
nouncement, officially sanctioning 
the Council — simultaneously re- 
ceived at openings in Winnipeg, 
Vancouver, Halifax, Montreal and 
the University of Toronto bookstore 
— the minister voiced sentiments 
previously unheard from his camp 
that the cultural sector is a growth 
area, accounting for 490,000 pri- 
mary and spin-off jobs, and that it 
is the ninth largest source of reve- 
nue in the country — as big as 
agriculture and bigger than forest- 
ry or fisheries. 

“Never before has so complex 
and complete a human resource 
study been done in this area,” said 
Axworthy of the Council's studies. 
As he squinted absently at his elec- 
tronic audience, Axworthy even 
went so far as to say that it was time 
to dispense with the “tired old cli- 
ché, ‘When are you going to geta 
real job?"” ‘

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Walking the Whaleback — 


Aiberta montane region offers challenging hikes 


a Kg best things in life aren't easy 
to reach but once you get up 
there, the view is spectacular. The 
inveterate trekker knows and 
cherishes the Rocky Mountains, 
those grandads of rock, and the 
challenging hikes unique to the 
Alberta side

One such hike is in the Whaleback 
region, along, narrow stretch of hills 
along the eastern slope of the Rock- 
ies. This 24 kilometre-long by three 
kilometre-wide area provides food 
and shelter for grazers like deer, and 
for their predators, a charming mix 
for hikers to appreciate. 

That is, if you’re lucky enough 
to see any resident predators, like 
cougars. Cougars are shy creatures 
who usually avoid contact with 
humans. Which might not be a 
bad thing, considering a full- 
grown male cougar weighs up to 
70 kilos and can take down a bull 
moose on its own. Females weigh 
a little less but are just as effective 
in bringing home the venison, 
according to wildlife biologist Ian 
Ross.

Ross was the voice of the Whale- 
back for hikers on an interpretive 
nature tour with Mountain Quest 
Adventures, a Calgary-based oper- 
ation linking outdoors enthusiasts 
with... well, the outdoors. The com- 
pany sets up packages for hikers, 
mountain bikers, skiiers, canoeists, 
what have you, with varying levels 
of expertise. Being a part-time hik- 
er and full-time enthusiast of 
anything involving open spaces and 
wildlife, | hooked on the two-day 
trek hoping to cancel a bad case of 
cabin fever. 

Spring time in the Rockies is a 
fabulous time to hike — the foot 
traffic is minimal, excluding the 
herds of elk and deer, and the 
Whaleback is a perfect place for 
seasonal hikers to start toughening 
up. Buffeted by high winds, its 
rocky outcrops and slopes are home 
to a multitude of wildlife including 
cougar, bobcat, grizzly and black 
bears, moose, coyotes, elk and deer 

The Whaleback represents the in- 
creasingly rare montane ecoregion, 
a land class characterised by a jux- 
taposition of grassland with forests 
that is subjected to mild winters. 
Of the 12 ecoregions in Alberta, the 
montane is the most scarce, filling 
less than than half of one per cent 
of Alberta. The Whaleback is its 
largest representative with a mere 





60 square-kilometre base.

“It might cost them 
more to drill elsewhere, but we'll 
pay more anyway, and have the 
Whaleback.” 


Undisturbed region 


The study concluded one ex- 
ploratory well would not 
significantly impact cougar pop- 
ulations. However, Ross is quick 
to point out how misleading the 
results can be if taken in isola- 
tion. One well undoubtedly heralds 
the begining of increased develop- 
ment and access to the relatively 
undisturbed region. 

And the door is still open for 
Amoco to submit another proposal 
to the energy board this year 

“The very reason that makes the 
Whaleback attractive to wildlife 
makes it attractive to humans,” said 
Ross. “It has really attractive fea- 
tures surrounded by grandeur.” 
Increased access means disturbing 
prime wildlife habitats and spook- 
ing reclusive felines. 

Since the animals | most wanted 
to see are so reclusive, hiking with 
a wildlife biologist in tow opened 
windows into the universe of pred- 
ators and prey that otherwise would 
have remained shuttered. And what 
away to get that information, in the 
wild instead of in a stuffy auditori- 
um or at the library. 

The first day of the hike we ar- 
rived under cloudy skies at the 
north end of the Whaleback via 
Route 22, south of Calgary. A two- 
lane road that branches off Highway 
2 at Okotoks, Route 22 passes 


through Black and 
Longview on its way to Chain Lakes 
Provincial Park, transversing truly 
huge country depicted in such 
movies as the Unforgiven and Leg 
ends of the Fall

and on getting permission from a 
rancher to hike on parts of his leased 
Crown land, the group started across 
a boggy flat toward a steep hill de 
nuded of snow.

This is bad news for spontane- 
ous types, but areal spur to those 
of us who think of food as an 
adventure. River City Grill wants 
to be known as a restaurant that 
takes food seriously 

“A lot of people have com- 
pared us to little places in 
Toronto or New York,” says chef, 
co-owner Michelle DeLand, “But 
I think there's no reason why 
people in Edmonton don't en- 
joy food just as much. A lot of 
people are ready to try new 
things in Edmonton.” 

DeLand’s idea of new things 
comes down to a description of 
the restaurant style as “world-beat 
bistro food.” If that sounds off- 





putting it needn't be 
All DeLand really means is that 
she is playing around with a few 


rules and names. You'd have a 
hard time finding a grilled vegeta- 
ble and tortilla torte with Yucatan 
sauce or Turkish-style lamb with 
eggplant cumin raisins and rice 
in an actual French bistro. But 
that’s okay, this is Edmonton — 
we like to eat global here! 

In fact, the surprise in DeLand’s 
menu is how French it still is 
even with its round-the-world ingre 


dients and uncommon treatments 
She stresses the fact that she and 
chef Trevor Batiuk, with whom 


she works, use “really French 
techniques, good technical 
skills.” These you can actually 











taste, especially in the complex 
sauces, and they clearly give De- 
Land the confidence to try new 
things 

Among the differences you may 
notice right off at River City Grill 
is the a la carte vegetables on the 
menu. This is something DeLand 
saw ata number of restaurants in 
San Francisco and she says her 
customers really like it 

“Some people don't want to eat 
vegetables. Let's face it.” And for 
those who do, River City's color- 
ful plateful is sure to be a delight. 
“They aren't this garnish ona plate 
that’s given cursory treatment,” 
she explains. “They deserve re- 
spect and they get it.” 


Veritable heap 


Like all the restaurant's plates, 
the serving of vegetables is gener- 
ous. A veritable heap of at least 
halfa dozen different flavors min- 
gle together: sundried tomatoes 
with cheese, pureed squash, cau- 
liflower dressed up in bright 
yellow spices, spears of steamed 
asparagus, and a medley of other 
wonderful things. 

Also, a-little bit different is the 
fact that at River City there are 
two chefs. Though Trevor Batiuk 
isn’t a partner in the business 
DeLand explains, “} don't call 
myself the executive chefand him

Dining 
R iver City Grill is located in a 

charmless little west-end mall 
in the space that used to house 
the Crestwood Cafe. Inside, the 
restaurant has been made to look 
comfortable, almost formal, fan- 
cied up with rich upholstery and 
clever lighting. It is an extremely 
inviting — if tiny — space, per- 
fect for relaxed and intimate 
conversation. 

Art from The Vanderleelie Gal- 
lery hangs on two walls, and 
another holds an enormous mirror 
painted up bistro-fashion with 
some of the restaurant’s menu. 

The main menu is varied and 
creative, so unless you are a fussy 
eater you will have a hard time 
making a choice — or you will 
have to come back. As well, a 
second smaller menu dated fora 
two-week period offers pricier 
temptations such as roast pheas- 
ant with wild cranberries. You'll 
find a fine selection of wines, but 
no really nice beers or non-alcho- 
holic beverages. 

Once you have settled ona meal 
and a drink, you may get down to 
the business of enjoying yourself. 
For the most part the service at 
River City Grill is unobtrusive and 
superbly professional. A fine job 
was marred though, the night we 
were there, thanks to our server's 
several condescending remarks. 

Perhaps rattily dressed writers 
aren’t welcome at River City. Or 



































we're really focused on trying to 
improve. We certainly feel we're 
far from perfect.”

maybe waiters’ witticisms are part 
of the package. (We hope not.) 

From the selection of appetiz- 
ers we chose to share the 
Japanese-style shitake mushrooms 
with rock shrimp. “Japanese style” 
suggested it would be a light and 
small serving, just what we want- 
ed having already heard about 
River City’s generously-filled 
plates. Our waiter scornfully sug- 
gested it was hardly enough for 
sharing. 

The surprise in the dish was a 
very rich, meaty centre (ground 
pork with ginger and garlic). Too 
bad, we thought, since it complete- 
ly overwhelmed the lovely 
mushroom and shrimp combina- 
tion. The shoyu-based dipping 
sauce and red pickled ginger on 
the side helped counteract the too- 
strong meat, but for us they couldn't 
save the dish. 

The entrees were delicious, Arti- 
choke and chicken galette with 
fresh herbs and potato crust ar- 
rived with a lovely mesclun and 
tomato salad. The “galette” was an 
enormous puddle of chicken ten- 
derloins and artichoke hearts 
wrapped in creamy sauce and 
topped with a crisp roof of roasted 
potato coins. 

Pork rib-eye with dijon mustard 
and fresh sage sauce and potato 
pancakes proved to be perfectly 
tender meat covered in a smooth, 
deeply flavored sauce. The potato

T alk about moving up in the 
world. From its humble begin- 
nings in a World War Il quonset 
hut to its eagerly anticipated move 
to the elegant, brand-spanking new 
Timms Centre, Studio Theatre at 
the University of Alberta has jour- 
neyed far and seen many changes. 
Mar. 30 will mark the official open- 
ing of the Timms Centre, the first 
new theatre building in Edmonton 
since the Citadel opened its build- 
ing in 1972. It is named for Albert 
Timms, a mysterious farmer who did 
very well with oil royalties and who left 
his estate to the university (despite the 
fact that he never attended the U of 
A). The will stated that the money be 
used to construct a building, but 
didn’t specify which type. Fortunately 
for the drama department and the 
arts community, it was decided that 
a theatre would be built. 





Trap doors 


The $11 million Timms Centre 
features a proscenium-style stage 
and will seat between 289 and 321 
people. Entire classes pf students 
can be accommodated in the light- 
ing and sound booths and there is 
an 80-foot fly tower and 124 trap 
doors in the stage floor. In contrast, 
the Kaasa Theatre has no trap doors. 

There is also a second stage 
area, which will seat up to 100, 
and which will allow for a variety 


of stage configurations. The space 
is designed for flexibility and is 
intended for research and exper- 
imental theatre. 

One of the University’s stated in- 
tentions for the Timms Centre, 
according to David Barnet, chairman 
of the department of drama, is “to stim- 
ulate more exchange with the 
community by providing greater access 
to our performances and training pro- 
grams and helping to facilitate the 
creative programs of other groups.” 

Studio Theatre’s production of 
Ring Around the Moon by Jean 
Anouith will be the first to tread 
the boards of the Timms prosceni- 





um stage. Director Thomas Pea- 
cocke describes it “as both 
humbling and fulfilling to have 
been invited to direct the premiere 
production of our new theatre.” 

Ring Around the Moon is a farce 
set in the Parisian High Society of 
1912, complete with numerous 
plots and subplots, elegant sets and 
glamorous costumes. The perform- 
ances of Glyn Thomas as identical 
twin brothers (one scheming, the 
other wholesome and naive) prom- 
ises to be one of the more interesting 
things to watch. 

And keep your eyes peeled . 
those trap doors! 





Troupe dissects tale of two cities

D idja ever wonder what a "dram- 
aturge” is? 

Paul Gelineau, apart from being 
artistic director of one of Alberta's 
newest theatre companies, The 
People's Theatre West, is a drama- 
turge. Given the topicality (and 
topography) of his latest efforts, 
however, you'd think his job de- 
scription could be exchanged with 
"referee." His name is appropriate- 
ly listed between Calgary playwright 
Sharon Pollock and Edmonton 
stage-scribe Janet Hinton as crea- 
tors of Hwy 2/The Great Divide. 

Accordingly, when asked, "Who's 
side ya on, Paaaulll?" he responds, 
"Hahahaha... Borrow a smoke?" 

With a little encouragement and 
a quick sweep by the bomb squad 
for reassurance, he continues. 


Rivalry 


"When people say there's a rival- 
ry, I don't know what that is, I don't 
know if this show answers that 
question. You'll have people who 
‘think it's just about sports, a fun 
rivalry, but to some ee it's 





than the people in Edmonton. And 
that's where there's a split, and a 
difference if I was gonna say there 
was one." 

Paul came in from The People's 
Theatre East in Kingston to set up 
the sister company, but hell, we need 
this guy in Bosnia. It was Paul's job, 
then, to ensure an evenhandedness 
in research techniques and the dele- 
gation of subsequent material. 
Questionnaires mailed randomly cre- 
ated a database which spawned more 
intensive follow-ups. 

Tailoring and splicing to create 
contiguous characters, OK; inter- 
preting characters through a 
personal bias, not OK. Yes, Janet 
Hinton did create some of the Cal- 
gary characters, and Sharon Pollock 
some of the Edmonton ones.

Primary objective 


But Paul jumps on that sentiment 
quickly, noting that baiting one city 
with the other is not the primary 
objective here. 

"The mandate of the company is 
to produce stuff that is universally 
accessible. I think we're in a time 
of funding now where theatre com- 
panies are forced by the funding 
bodies or politics to create shows 


about who they're going to get fund-_ 


ing from. 





"If someone wants to_ write a 


"Ie foncing bodies TE Say, 
‘Okay we're going to give your com- 
pany this amount of money, show us 
what you've done with it, show us 
what kind of profits you've brought 
with it,' then let's call this a business 
Yes it's non-profit, but that doesn't 
mean you have to go in the hole all 
of the time.” 

There are capitalist ramifications 
to this communist-sounding thea- 
tre company's philosophy. 


Innovative in style 


Adds Gelineau, "What we're try- 
ing to do is to open up that door, 
and make theatre more universally 
accessible without diminishing ar- 
tistic quality or exploration. Hwy 2 
is new, it's innoyative in style but 
it's accessible because of its con- 
tent. We interviewed cab drivers, a 
Sikh priest, a Catholic priest, a sin- 
gle native mother, a VP from a big 
huge oil and gas corporation. All of 
those people, and friends of those 
people, will go and see the show 
because it's about them, about a 
buddy."

Northern Light's latest production is a dance card full of bittersweet romances

here are many things to intrigue 
you about the new play at the 


Seeiotibern Light Theatre. Sex, dra- 


ma, relationships, lies, fear and a 
healthy dose of comedy, combined 
with a series of artfully choreo- 
graphed dance sequences. Still, it 
was almost halfway through the 
interview with director D.D. Kue- 
gler and choreographer Lynda 
Adams before | got around to ask- 
ing the question that had intrigued 
me since first picking up the script. 

What exactly is up with all the 
watermelons? Yes, watermelons. 
They're everywhere in the script. 
as written by Daniel Maclvor, who 
performed the role of Jim (one of 
the two romantic leads) in both of 
the Toronto productions. 

In Maclvor’s imagination, water- 
melons are used not only as 
dancing partners, but as stand-ins 
for infants. And in the Edmonton 


prod ction, which runs until Apr. 


award-winning set designer 
3oechler has also found a

a huge resonance in this piece,” 
explains Kuegler 

“It is a play where the two char- 
acters are gay, but I don’t think it’s 
a gay play. It’s a play about rela- 
tionships, and there's absolutely 
nothing in there that | don't recog- 
nize from my own life. It is a simple 
story, but one enacted everyday in 
every city in-every bar,” he laughs 


“It's a story of longing, a story of 


desire and how desire 
pressed.” 

John Kirkpatrick and Jeff Haslam 

play the roles of James and Jim 
respectively. When the play begins, 
the characters have just chanced 
upon each other in a crowded late 
night bar. Almost instantly, the char- 
acters are drawn to each other, 
feeling an immediate powerful at- 
traction. 
This attraction, as one of the 
characters explains it, “is a feeling 
of a recognition that occurs with 
that image of yourself, yourself in 
someone else, your mind, your 
desire, your body.”

Mating dance 


It is then that they begin the lit- 
eral and figurative mating dance 
that draws them together and inev- 
itably pulls them back apart. It is a 
dance that will be painfully famil- 
iar to many. 


_ For choreographer Lynda Adams, 


the dances within the play are a 


physical aspects of themselves that 
they maybe wanted to hide and had 
affected their way of moving.” 

Initially, it also asked the actors 
to body-sculpt the other person into 
an image of themselves. and then 
to repeat the process on them- 
selves, an exercise that can be as 
difficult as it is revealing 

Kuegler points out that the very 
nature of the script requires this 
intensive degree of self-analysis. 


Big and brassy 


“In some ways the script is very 
big and brassy and two-dimension 
al and Vaudevillian in a way, but it 
always has to be tethered in the rea! 
emotions of the characters, the 
honest vulnerability of the charac- 
ters. The only reason we go on 
looking for that connection is be- 
cause of our own vulnerabilities 
and our own desires. So all of this 
frenetic, and from some points of 
view foolish activity, is coming from 
a real genuine need. So we have to 
keep track of that need and that 
vulnerability. It has to be honest in 
terms of the show.” 

Asking someone to delve into this 
kind of self-analysis in preparation 
for a role might have been difficult 
for some actors, but Kuegler is 
glowing in his description of 
Haslam and Kirkpatrick's abilities. 

“Their physical ability is one thing 
— just the range of their bodies. 
Even more important though is 
their willingness to explore and 
express the first impulse; they're — 
very, very free with each other. It’s. 


exciting to. work with actors who— 


Instead, they are meant primarily 
as a kind of movement vocabulary 
in between the lines of text. While 
the conversation that occurs be 
tween the characters may at times 
be guarded or superficial, their true 
fears and desires are acted out and 
revealed through their movements 

While the play is primarily intend- 
comedy, with the 
characters engaging in a banter that 
is reminiscent of Vaudevillian per- 
formances, there are aspects of the 
interaction between the two char- 
acters that will prove bittersweet in 
their honesty.

At certain times the characters 
reveal a willingness to please that 
is almost pathetic in its eagerness 
Midway through the play. one of 
the characters launches into an ex- 
planation of all that he is willing to 
do to please a partner, including a 
variety of S&M activities, water 
sports and a scattering of humilia- 
tion, all the time intoning that he 
can be a “flexible guy.” 

While such a listing should seem 
brazen and adventurous, its true 
effect is to show you the despera- 
tion of that character to please the 
partners he is with. 

Yet at the same time that the 
character is eager to be flexible with 
all that he will do, he is unbending 
about some of his own pretenses. 
It is this combination of desperate 
willingness to please and stubborn 
refusal to bend on certain issues 
that will elicit recognition from 
many people. 


and then forcing the other to re- 
spond. They do not want to know 


the other's secrets, fearing that if 


they become a couple, the secret 
will become their burden as well 
At other times, they throw up 


mental and emotional walls, seem- 
ingly to warn the other person off 
at the same time as they are trying 
to attract them. Even the decision 
a$10 where to retire to for the night 
becomes a loaded question, with 
fears of being trapped or keeping 
their homes private escalating into 
paranoia. 

Once they become intimate, 
they allow themselves to indulge 
in a new wave of horrific visions 
of the future, imagining them- 
selves in a series of frightening 
scenarios, which many couples 
have looked upon with dread in 
their own futures 

In their minds, the future will 
degenerate into a mindless relation- 
ship of baby talk between them, or 
they will come to resent and hate 
each other. All this after only their 
third meeting. 


Physical sparring 


For D.D. Kuegler, this intellectu- 
al and physical sparring is what 
makes the play simultaneously fun- 
ny and painfully honest.

| hope I'm not spoiling things by suggest- 
ing that Muriel’s Wedding could well be 
the Australian version of Four Weddings 
And A Funeral. Ic shares the same sort of 
whimsy as that Hugh Grant vehicle, as 
wellas that of its own country-mate Priscilla, 
Queen of the Desert. And if you liked either 
of the aforementioned films, | whole- 
heartedly recommend this one — it'll 
likely be the same sort of sleeper hit 

That said, there is one caveat: Muriel’s 
Wedding is scored almost entirely with 
ABBA songs (also just like Priscella), which 
makes me shiver with the thought that in 
20 years, up-and-coming Aussie directors 
will rely on a heavy doses of Ace Of Base 
for their flicks Just out of curiosity, has 
anyone ever seen a recent Swedish film 
using music by Olivia Newton-John or 
Men At Work? 

tn brief, Muriel’s Wedding cells the 
story of Muriel Heslop, portrayed by 
Toni Collette, who wanted the lead part 
so badly she apparently gained 42 pounds 
for the role. Poor Muriel can’t seem to 
do anything right: she’s hampered by 
bad taste in clothing, inappropriate re- 
marks, a liking of '70s music, and what 
she considers a weight problem. She 
was born into a layabout family headed 
up by a corrupt politican of a father, 
whose sole contribution to his children's 
upbringing is an ability to destroy their 
meager self-confidence 

Add to this the general way of life in 
her hometown of Porpoise Spit, a tacky 
tourist spot in Queensland that prides 
itself on being the city of the future. Or 
actually, it’s only Muriel’s father who 
prides himself on such notions. The young 
people of Porpoise Spit either want to 
get the hell out or wind up marrying 
slimy high school sweathearts in an ef- 
fort to look cool to their peers. 

Muriel soon finds herself abandoned 
by her so-called friends _and decides to 
better herself, which in her mind is only 
achievable through marriage Whether or 
not she finds true love is not important, 
just the act of getting married itself is. 

This is merely the starting point from 
which the film takes off in surprising and 
delightful directions. It mixes slapstick 
and neorealist comedy with touching 
drama as it introduces a bevy of charac- 
ters who influence the growth and change 
of Muriel (who later changes her name to 
Mariel in an attempt to manifest the 
change). I'm not sure if Collette pulled a 
DeNiro and lost weight during the pro- 
duction, but she definitely changes her 
appearance, developing into a Sydney hip- 
ster working at a video store and reunit- 
ing with a carefree high school pal played 
to perfection by Rachel Griffiths. By the 
end of the film, Muriel has found her true 
identity, leaving her ugly duckling past be- 
hind her. She has also found the power of 
truth, of love, and of caring for others.

Are there, like, consulting firms, or maybe 
just contracting services, guys who come 
in from the surrounding counties every 
morning to ensure that each and every 
day is one of total vacuity? 

Major Payne. Executive Producer: 
Damon Wayans; Screenwriter: Damon 
Wayans; Starring Damon Wayans, The 
cast and crew can say, with completely 
documented justification, “He did it!" and 
point to the press kit as the smoking. dung. 

Wayans plays at being an army major 
who is discharged from a happy and vio- 
lent career. After complaining that he hasn't 
killed anyone for two weeks, the best job 
he can find in civilian life is commanding 
officer for a junior R.O.T.C. squad at a 
private school. Inadvertantly, he thrusts 
himself into the role of father figure. 

His idea of eliminating the bogeyman 
from a six-year-old’s closet is to pump 
eight or ten slugs of 9mm through the 
door. A bedtime story consists of a ma- 
cabre retelling of “The Little Engine That 
Could,” with vivid descriptions of mili- 
tary payload, enemy attack, and bloody 
leg stumps of less fortunate comrades. 

By the end, he whips his gang of mis- 
fits into a tight military unit. He's still a 
psychopath, but gosh golly gee whiz, 
he’s a lovable one. 

Looking past the fact that this clichéd 
miasma is merely an excuse for Damon 
Wayans to irritate the hell out of you

THE SECRET OF ROAN INISH 
Princess Theatre

Writer/director John Sayles has the well- 
deserved reputation of being a fiercely 
independent filmmaker, probably the best 
known working director to have torn up 
his Director's Guild card. He is best 
known for the quirky features that he 
has created, rather than the more main- 
stream Hollywood films he wrote or 
acted in. Brother From Another Planet, 
Eight Men Out and Passion Fish are just a 
few of Sayles’s personal victories, re- 
ceiving warm responses from audiences, 
critics, and occasionally, the members 
of the Academy (the Oscar people). 

He is slowly developing into a mod- 
ern, low budget David Lean (Lawrence 
Of Arabia). His films share the same epic 
scope at heart, with strong ties to land- 
scape and character details while telling 
fable-like stories. Three of his last five 
films have been period pieces. 

The Secret Of Roan Inish is Sayles’s most 
Lean-like film to date. It is a telling of an 
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Irish legend involving a mythical seal woman 

and a magical island. The theme of “what 

the sea giveth, the sea taketh away,” is 
reiterated an awful lot throughout. In an- | 
other director's hands, this film could have : 
been a fanciful mess, but Sayles keeps a 
realist’s touch throughout, making fora 
fairy tale of a movie that is appealing to 
adults and children alike. 

Although at times a touch frightening 
and possibly dull to some youngsters due 
to its general lack of action, The Secret Of 
Roan Inish is never silly or condescending, 
which is why it could well be one of the 
most entertaining family-oriented films 
released for quite some time. There are 
lots of animals in the film — its story 
anthropomorphisizes some excellent per- 
formances out of seals and gulls — but 
fortunately, as cute as they are, they never 
break out into big song and dance num- 
bers. The catchy Irish folk music score 
had people tapping their feet in the thea- 
tre, although the seemingly authentic ru- 
ral Irish expressions were sometimes a 
little hard to take (but that’s just one city- 
slickin’ land-lover’s impression). 

By no means a masterpiece, The Se- 
cret Of Roan Inish is still a worthy addi- 
tion to Sayles’ canon. A haunting and 
magical film that's... uh... fun for the 
whole family...

heila Luck’s new abstract paint- 

ings currently on view at the 
Bugera/Kmet Galleries appear to be 
stripped to the bone, pared down 
to their barest essentials. 

It’s almost as if everything that 
could be removed has been pulled 
out of them. The result is an exhi- 
bition of paintings that are 
expressively succinct, clear and 
powerful. 

All of the works in the Bugera 
Kmet exhibition have been painted 
since Christmas. Before this group, 
Luck’s paintings had been more de- 
liberately structured, usually using 
a set format organized around a 
design of arching curves of color. 

The new paintings are much 
more free-form, with compositions 
that seem to have evolved in the 
course of their production 

In the large paintings particular- 
ly, the paint is applied very thinly, 
with alternating layers of thin wash- 
es and thicker paint that has been 
scraped across the surface to cre- 
ate shifting veils of color that is 
occasionally obscured by clumps 
and ridges of textured surface. 











Acrylic medium 


“That previous group of paintings 
was useful,” Luck says, “because it 
gave me a way of not worrying 
about trying to make composition 
and just really zero in on different 
methods of mark-making and the 
qualities of the acrylic medium 

"With these new paintings, some- 
thing has evolved to the point where 
I feel quite free. I find now that the 
paintings are able to structure them- 
selves without me being consciously 
aware of doing it. And [ think that 
that has been a long struggle for me 
— to find structure.” 

Adds Luck, "That was always the 
thing that worried me the most 
about being an abstract painter. It 
boggled me to think you could find 
structure just from moving the 





medium around,” 

Luck admits to some self-con- 
sciousness about her way of 
working, particularly about the 
economy of her method 

“It’s partly a psychological barri- 
er that somehow you're less 
credible if you don’t use a lot of 
paint," she says 

"I think a lot of artists have that 
idea. A student in the class I teach 
at the U of A said he didn’t think he 
could paint thinly because being a 
painter is about pushing paint 
around. It’s absurd really, but the 
idea is that a person who uses $400 
worth of paint is obviously more 
serious.” 

Thinking about her own meth- 
ods, she laughs and says “and this 
is like using lipstick and a shoe- 
string.” 


Mud-colored work 


A quick look at the 13 pictures 
on view at the Bugera/Kmet reveals 
how groundless that fear is. For 
example, one of the best — if per- 
haps the subtlest — in the show is 
a painting called “Tantel,” a squar- 
ish, apparently mud-colored work 
that reveals itself slowly. 

Minimally structured out of wa- 
tery veils of close-valued hues that 
overlap and bleed into each other, 
the painting seems as vaporous as 
air. It’s only after a bit of viewing 
that the subtle colors, greyed-out 
shades of taupe and drifting ma- 
roon, begin to assert their effect 

Other paintings in the exhibition 
are more visually muscular. “Meso- 
potamia,” for example, with. its 
broad sweeps of gel-thickened or- 
ange-brown paint has a brashness 
that immediately commands atten- 
tion. This painting has the look of 
having been made in a minute, a 
completely unpremeditated decla- 
ration of visual experience. 

It makes the viewer ponder the 
question: can grand esthetic feel- 
ing be conjured out of such 
minimal artistic means? On the ey- 
idence of this and other works in 
Sheila Luck’s show, the answer 
appears to be yes.

nee the jewel of the media 
Kathleen Battle's profile over 
the last two years has witnessed the 


~ media's accolades switch to cleverly- 


worded diatribes of blood sport 
Stories abound, and it is difficult to 
separate fact from fiction. One thing 
is sure: Kathleen Battle is perhaps 
opera's favorite person to hate 


Bad press 


Much of the bad press occurred 
after Battle was fired February last 
year from the New York Metropol- 
itan Opera when the cast was in 
production for Donizetti's La Fille 
du Regiment (The Daughter of the 
Regiment). Met general manager 
Joseph Volpe axed Battle after she 
had rearranged a rehearsal sched 
ule to accommodate her personal 
needs, then arrived (by one ac- 
count) two hours and 15 minutes 
late into a three-hour rehearsal 

But her history of ill-will at the 
Met extends back further than that 
and Volpe’s comments respecting 
the firing cited “unprofessional ac- 
tions... profoundly detrimental to 
the artistic collaboration among all 
the cast members.” Likely transla- 
tion for those of lesser diplomatic 
circles, or for those who love plain 
English: “nobody can get along with 
her, meet her demands and every- 
one is sick and tired of it.” 

Few seem to work with Kathleen 
Battle any longer. She has alienat- 
ed more people in the opera world 
than most. At best, the closest one 
can come to working with Kathleen 
Battle is to work near Kathleen 
Battle. Apparently, it is not outside 
of the diva personality of Battle to 
clear whole stages to create the 
necessary physical ambience to sat- 
isfy her needs. 

Legends of Battle recount how she 
telephoned the management of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra to com- 
plain that the Ritz-Carlton’s room 
service had put peas in her pasta. 

Or the time when, feeling cooler 
than usual while travelling in a iim- 
ousine in Southern California, she 
used her cellular to telephone her 
management company in New York 
which phoned the limousine serv 
ice, which phoned the driver, who 
then obliged in turning down the 
air conditioning 

She complains of color choices 
of floor mats in rental cars and there 
are countless stories of “personali- 
ty” conflicts with fellow artists, and 
countless stories of intolerance for 
make-up people and stagehands. 
While the legends are sometimes 
difficult to substantiate with any 
degree of certainty, her attitude is 
not, and Battle undoubtedly cuts a 

swath wherever she be. 


Battle comes to Edmonton with 
her choice of pianist to accompany 
her recital performance Mar. 31 at 
the Jube. Perhaps local contact will 
be limited to making sure her hotel 
room is satisfactory, her limousine 
long enough and that excessive 
amounts of kowtowing are ob- 
served at all times 

Now Battle travels in the circles 
of the world’s best opera singers 
earns an annual income of over 


seven figures, commands some- 


where berween $11,000 and 

$40,000 U.S per performance 
Battle is the youngest of seven 

children, born Aug. 13, 1948 in 


She debuted as 
1972 after hav- 
ing graduated from the University 
of Cincinnati's College-Conservato- 
ry of Music. She first played the Met 
in 1977! It's still one of the most 
prestigious opera halls in the world, 
but is on indefinite hold from per- 
forming there again. Other artists 
and-concert hall administrators in 
North America have refused to work 
with Battle again. She also withdrew 
from a concert with the Vienna 
Philharmonic, causing the first can- 
celled performance in the 
Philharmonic’s 145-year history 


Portsmouth, Ohio

Battle's spectacular career has an 
extensive and impressive array of 
recordings, videos, television and 
concert appearances. She is a mul- 
ti-time Grammy winner and even 
crosses over to the pop charts by 
singing an obbligato over Janet Jack- 
son's song “This Time.” 


Caustic jokes 


Jokes at Battle's expense are caus- 
tic and numerous. Posted in the Met’s 
chorus room as one of the top ten 
things for Battle to do now that she 
is unemployed: “Fill in Tonya Hard- 
ing’s slot at the Olympics.” And in 
true Bette Davis style, “Do you know 
how to save Kathy Battle from drown- 
ing?” “No.” “Good.” 

Battle still does have a remarkable 
voice and is still an audience favorite. 
She continues to find work because 
she is a large box office draw. Her 
attitude problem may simply come 
down to her relentless perfectionism: 
she holds other people to the same 
cruel standards she applies to her- 
self, says Daniel Ferro, one of ver 
voice teachers. There's the Perfec- 
tionist Theory, the Sexist-Racist 
Theory, and the Basic Bitch Theory.

“It has such a beautiful sense of 
energy in it,” says Pourfarrokh 
about Pite's work. “I think it's a 
beautifully crafted piece by a young 
Canadian choreographer.” 

Rounding off the company’s troi- 
ka of productions is There is a Time 
by the late American choreographer 
Jose Limon. First created by Limon 
in 1956, it is a simple but beautiful

Pourfarrokh says he’s been want- 
ing to do a Limon piece for years. 
That's because he’s considered to 
be one of the great modern dance 
choreographers, along the lines of 
Merce Cunningham and Martha 
Graham. 

Unfortunately, Limon died in 
1972, at the age of 64. But helping 
Pourfarrokh and the Alberta Ballet 
with the remounting of There Is A 
Time is one of Limon’s former danc- 
ers, Risa Steinburg. 

Dancer Sean Ling says being able 
to work with her is very inspira- 
tional. “I think she’s helped bring 
the piece a little closer to us. She’s 
quite a dynamic woman,” Ling 
gushes. “And it really is like work- 
ing with the man himself. I think 
she’s very true to form and very par- 
ticular about keeping the integrity 
of the piece as it was.” 

Ling says he finds Limon’s work 


to be quite different from other 
choreographers. 

“In a lot of other pieces, the cho- 
reographers have so much in their 
mind and they have their dances 
doing so much, in, so much RG

Technical aspect 


Not so with Limon’s work. Ling 
says the choreographer liked to 
keep things simple. “I think he 
enjoyed the movement, he enjoyed 
conveying things, rather than the 
technical aspect.” 

But Ling says despite the simplic- 
ity of the piece, There Is A Time 
offers a complexity of feelings. 

“Each section is a different emo- 
tion: there is a time to laugh... a time 
to cry... a time of war, and so on. It's 
really very breathtaking.” @

By the time they were through 
talking about packaging deductions 
and free goods and the percentage 
of royalties paid on suggested list 
price, the old Canadian musician 
joke took on new resonance. What 
would the Canadian musician do if 
he won the lottery? Keep playing 
until he ran out of money. 


Celebrity interviews 


A highlight of Canadian Music 
Week for a second year running was 
Ed Bicknell’s celebrity interviews 
BicknellLis the manager.of Dire Straits 
and since Mark Knopfler and the lads 
aren't terribly active at the moment, 
Bicknell finds himself with time on 
his hands. So he tours various music 
biz conferences doing Letterman- 
style interviews with some of the 
legends of the music business. 

Bicknell had three lined-up this 
year. Ex-Police manager and found- 
er of IRS Records Miles Copeland, 
radio legend Wolfman Jack and one 
of the great behind-the-scene fig- 
ures of American music, Jerry 
Wexler of Atlantic Records. Sched- 
uling allowed me to see only 
Wolfman and Wexler, but both of 
them were, as the saying goes, 
worth the price of admission.

Hawkins, if you recall, was re- 
sponsible for turning pop radio and 
the video world into a sensual play 
ground with her infectious 1992 
smash “Damn, | Wish I Was Your 
Lover.” The song's brutal lamenta- 
tions of envy, from her first album, 
Tongues and Tails, immediately 
launched her into a cannibalistic 
celeb circuit dominated by the likes 
of Madonna, Roseanne and person- 
al chum Rosie O'Donnell. 

But something went terribly 
wrong when she released her sec- 
ond album, Whaler, last year. 
Produced in London by Stephen 
Lipson (who helped catapult Annie 
Lennox’s solo career with Diva), 
the dance-heavy Whaler was merci- 
lessly harpooned by the critics. The 
sophomore jinx also silenced the 
phone that used to constantly ring 
off the hook in her New York flat. 





Promo stints 


Thanks to a series of promo 
stints, including one at a small 
Calgary jazz club earlier this month, 
audiences have been witnessing a 
new Sophie B. Hawkins (the “B” 
stands for Ballantine) emerge from 
the discoteque firepit. Gone were 
the sequencers and beatboxes that 
pulpified her studio efforts. Accom- 
panied by Brit pianist Joe Bashorun 
and her own hand drum, Hawkins 


delivered a scorching set that 
dripped with primal licentiousness 
and sheer energy, unhampered by 
technical wizardry and a week-long 
bout with bronchitis 
herself 
“Damn!”

D oes this Mike Watt guy have pull 
or what? 

The esteemed Mr. Watt, after 
bringing the bass to new heights 
(or depths, however you want to 
look at it) with the seminal jazz- 
punksters The Minutemen and the 
almost-as-seminal fIREHOSE, has 
decided to go the solo route. 

Kind of. For his first “solo” record, 
he looked through his black book of 
musical friends picked up along the 
way and gave a whole bunch of them 
an invite to his one-day studio stint 
in Seattle, two days in New York or 
eight days in Los Angeles. 

No rehearsals. Watt brought in a 
bass-line for 30-odd songs and lyr- 
ical ideas. His friends provided the 
rest spontaneously 


Couple of imposters 


And just who did show up? Some 
guy mamed_ Eddie Vedder. 
A*another loser by the name of 
Henry Rollins. A couple of impost- 
ers claiming to be Adam Horovitz 
and Michael Diamond from the 
Beastie Boys. 

There were also two yokels who 
said they were Lee Ranaldo and 
Thurston Moore from Sonic Youth. 
The Moore dude even brought his 
one-year-old kid as proof. 

J. Mascis from Dinosaur Jr. 
slacked. Porno for Pyros’ Stephen 
Perkins showed, as did Red Hot 
Chili Pepper bass slapper Flea. 
Frank Black added some Pixies’ 
dust with his croon. Soul Asylum’s 
Dave Pirner sat in, while Bikini 
Kill’s Kathleen Hanna bitched why 
she didn’t want to be on Watt's 
fucking new record. 

A couple of Meat Puppets showed 
up — as did a pair of Screaming 
Trees. And there were more too nu- 
merous to mention. 

The result? The brand new Mike 
Watt: Ball-Hog or Tugboat? 

“It was a scary record to make, 


but I'm glad I did it,” says Watt ove: 
the phone from Toronto. 

“It's a wrestling record. | cha! 
lenged ‘em all. Who wants to x 
in the ring with Watt? What hap 
pened? I made a bomb and then 
cut a record with all the differen: 
pieces.” 

Watt says the recording sessions 
gave him a feel of spontanaeity no 
felt since the days of the Minut 
men. That's why the hippie soun: 
engineer had to go. 

“I should have known about hin 
right from the start — trusted my gui 
instincts that he was a hippie-rock 
type. I had to throw him over thi 
ropes. I came off the turnbuckle. 1c 
was from the hippie Malibu old 
school of jive. He had to go over 

The record jumps from hardcorc 
to jive to funk to jazz from song to 
song. Check that,, The styles: jump 
within each song. 

And most don't jive with what (fc 
listener expects. For example, th 
Mike D. bit isn't a rap jivedown 
it’s a. cool, rolling jazz piece. Roll 
ins is funky (but still pissed off) 
Frank Black strikes up a supercool! 
whisper. 

“It goes back to the ‘70s idea of 
punk,” laughs Watt. 

“You didn’t know what the next 
band or the next song was going 
sound like. When I got back into 
punk it was different, not like it is 
now. (Greg) Ginn used to buy cloth- 
ing by the pound at the thrift store 
I was more of a styler. | wore John 
Fogerty shirts.” 


Serious favors 


But now, Watt has some serious 
favors to return. He promised eve- 
ryone who grappled with him on 
this jam that he'd return the favor 

“I even promised to take direc- 
tion,” says Watt, ashamed. “Last 
week, | was already working on the 
new Pornos for Pyros record. Per- 
kins was playing drums on a table 
and I played the bass line to the sing-

The The ringleader Matt Johnson has 
always been a rather depressing bloke, 
so it stands to reason that if he was to 
release a cover tribute, it would focus 
on the late country legend Hank 
Williams. On the other hand, given 
that Johnson hasn't had a decent record 
since "80s offerings like Soul Mining 
and Infected, one wonders if the 
Mattster’s creative well has run a tad 
dry of late. 

At least on Hanky Panky Johnson has 
the ability to dissect Williams's under- 
standing of emotions when it comes to 
subject matter concerning affairs of the 
heart. But then again, Williams had an 
obvious, intimate knowledge of the go- 
ings-on in the romance department, sim- 
ply because he failed at so many of them 

Even without so much as a western 
twang, or Williams’s sinewy voice for 
that matter, The The manages to stay 
faithful to that rustic, open road ambi- 
ence that made Hank Sr. one of the 
most respected consciences in country 
music. Tunes like “Your Cheatin’ Heart” 
and “Tear in My Beer” are given the 
curator treatment 

But it’s too bad that Johnson and co 
didn't cover some of Williams's lighter 
stuff, like “Hey Good Lookin’” and 
“Jambalaya,” which would have 
showcased the country singer’s happy- 
go-lucky insight into the gravel-road lives 
of post-war America. Instead, virtually 
every piece is treated like a manic-de- 
pressive dirge, leading one to think that 
maybe Williams’ death in the back seat 
of a Cadillac on New Year's Eve in 1953 
wasn't accidental after all. 

Hanky Panky is a uni-dimensional treat- 
ment of a legend who deserves better

Based on their track record, a reunion 
is a messy proposition at best. Film seems 
best able to capture their failures, as 
anyone who saw the Guess Who pant- 
ing and sweating their way through their 
Reunion Concert could attest. A more 
recent example would be the thrilling 
appearance of three-quarters of the 
Monkees, who unwittingly made being 
one of the Brady Bunch seem infinitely 
preferable by comparison, not to men- 
tion more dignified.

Meanwhile, in other “relationship 
rock” fronts, Watershed’s new album 
Twister asks the musical question,"How 
is it possible that you don’t want me, 
and could | perchance sing you a dozen 
songs packed with a ton of reasons 
why you shouldn’t feel that way?” In 
other words (again), the lyrics are more 
like some weird love sales pitch than 
anything else, and a damn hard pitch 
at that. I've got nearly as much self 
esteem as anyone else | know (we're 
Canadian; we're graded on the curve), 
but it's still tough getting close to get- 
ting into a song called “You Need Me,” 
and that’s just the opener, folks. 
Mostly, | just felt as though | was in- 
truding on someone's lovers’ tiff. To 
me, the most interesting thing about 
Twister is how its melodic sensibility 
reminds me of Jr. Gone Wild (albeit 
with more vocal range, energy and 
maybe a trip to Europe that actually 
affected them somehow), not to men- 
tion its pithy, pun-riddled wordplay.

Carlos Santana who, interestingly, also 

produced the only cut he himself played 

on), tight-assed uptown jazz/blues (with 

form-obsessed keyboardist Roy 

Rogers), and basically, doesn't get a 

lot of help from anyone in the feel 

department. The worst cuts are the 

ones that sound like they don’t even 

notice the man’s in the studio, if you 

can dig that. The main offender is the 

medley, where Van Morrison turns in 

an uninspired impersonation of 

Hooker, and where Hooker's own bril- 

liant inner sense of when to change 

chords is completely overriden by what 

sounds like Rogers’ insistence on mak- 

ing everything divisable by four. Nope, 

throw in a bunch of white guys, it 
seems, and you can set your timepiece 
in the dark to the standardness of 
the predictable 1-IV-V “chord 
progressions.”
